HE following is the text of 
T ine American note on the 

United States’ attitude in the 
Russian-Polish situation as sent 
vesterday by Secretary of State 
(Colby the Italian Ambassa< 
dor: 

“The agreeable § intimation, 
which you have conveyed to the 
State Department, that the Ital- 
ian Government would welcome 
a statement of the views of this 
(;overnment on the situation 
presented by the Russian ad- 
vance into Poland, qesc-ves a 
prompt response, and I will at- 
tempt, without delay. a defini- 
tion of this Government's posi- 
tion, not only as to the situation 
arising from Russian military 
pressure upon Poland, but also 
as to certain cognate and insep- 
arable phases of the Russian 
question viewed more broadly. 

“This Government believes in 
a united, free and autonomous 
Polish state and the people of 
the United States are earnestly 
solicitous for the maintenance 
of Poland's independence '§ and 
territorial integrity. From this 
attitude we will not depart, and 
the policy of this Government 
will be directed to the employ- 
ment of all available means to 
render it effectual. The Gov- 
ernment, therefore, takes no ex- 
ception to the effort apparently 
being made in some quarters to 
arrange an armistice between 
Poland and Russia, but it would 
Lot, at least for the present, 
participate in any plan for the 
expansion of the armistice ne- 
gotiations into a general Euro- 
pean conference which would, in 
all probability, involve two re- 
sults, from both of which this 
country strongly) recoils, viz.: 
the recognition of the Bolshevik 
regime and a settlement of Rus- 
sian problems almost inevitably 
upon the basis of a dismember- 
ment of Russia 

The Russian Revolution. 

“From the beginning of the 
Russian revolution, in March, 
1917, to the present time, the 
Government and the people of 
the United States have foMowed 
its development with friendly 
svlicitude and with profound 
sympathy for the efforts of the 
Russian people to reconstruct 
their national life upon the 
broad basis of popular self-gov- 
ernment. The Government of 
the United States, reflecting the 
spirit of its people, has at all 
times desired to help the Rus- 
sian people. In that spirit all its 
relations with Russia and with 
other nations in matters affect- 
ing the latter’s§ interests, have 
been conceived and governed. 

“The Government of the Unit- 
ed States was the first CGovern- 
ment to acknowledge the validity 
of the revolution and to give 
recognition to the provisional 
Government of Russia. Almost 
immediately thereafter it be- 
came necessary for the United 
States to enter the war against 
Germany, and in that undertak- 
ing, to become closely associated 
with the aliied nations, itnclud- 
ing, of course, Russia. The war 
weariness of the masses of the 
Russian people was fully known 
to this Government and sympa- 
thetically comprehended, Pru- 
dence, self-interest and loyalty 
to our associates made it desir- 
able that we should give moral 
and material support to the pro- 
visional Government which was 
struggling to accomplish a two-., 
fold task-——to carry on the war 
with vigor and, at the same time 
to reorganize the life of the na- 
tion, and establish,» stable gov- 
ernment, based on the popular 
sovereignty. 

Faith in Russian People. 

“Quite independent of the mo- 
tives, however, was the sincere 
frienship of the Government and 
the people of the United States 
for the great Russian nation. 
The friendship manifested § by 
Russia towards this hation in a 
time of trial and distress, has 
left us with an imperishable 
sense of gratitude. It was as a 
grateful friend that we sent to 
Russia an expert commission to 
aid in bringing about such a re- 
organization of the ratiroad 
transportation system of = the 
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country as would reinvigorate 
the whole of its life 
and so add to the well-being of 
the Russian people 

“While deeply regretting the 
withdrawal! of Russia from the 
war at a critical time, and the 
disastrous surrender at’ Brest- 
Litovsk. the United States has 
fully understood that the peo- 
ple of Russia were in no wise 
responsible. 

“The United States maintains 
unimpaired its faith in the Rus- 
sian people, in their high char- 
acter and their future. That 
they will overcome the existing 
anarchy, suffering and destitu- 
tien we do not entertain the 
slightest doubt. The distressing 
character of Russia’s transition 
has many historical parallels, 
and the United States is confi- 
dent that restored, free and 
United Russia will again take a 
leading place in the world, join- 
ing with other nations in up- 
holding peace and orderly jus- 
tice. 

“Until that 
the United States 
friendship and honor’ reauire 
that Russia’s interests must be 
generously protected, and that, 
as far as possible, all decisions 
of vital importance to it. and 
especially those concerning its 
sovereignty over the territor’ 
of the former Russian Empire 
be held in abeyance. 

Keeling of Obligation. 

“By this feeling of friendship 
and honorable obligation to the 
great nation whose brave anil 
heroic self-sacrifice contributed 
much to the successful ter- 
mination of the war, the Gov-- 
ernment of the United States 
was guided in ifs reply to the 
J.ithuanian National Council, on 
Oct. 15, 1919. and in its per- 
sistent refusal to recognize the 
Baltic States as separate nations 
independent of Russia. The 
same M@pirit was manifested in 
the note of this Governmént, cf 
March 24, 1920, in which it was 
stated, with reference to certain 
proposed settlements in the Near 
East, that ‘no final decision 
should er can be made without 
the consent of Russia.’ 

“In line with these important 
declarations ‘ of policy. the 
United States withheld its ap- 
proval from the decision of the 
Supreme Council at Paris rec- 
ognizing the independence of 
the so-called republics of Geor- 
gia and Azerbaljan, and so in- 
structed its representatives in 
Southern Russia, Rear Admiral 
Newton A. MeCully. Finally, 
while gladly giving recognition 
to the independence of Ar- 
menia, the Government of the 
United States has taken the po- 
sition that the final determina- 
tion of its boundaries must not 
be made without Russia’s co- 
operation and agreement. Not 
only Russia concerned be- 
cause a considerable part of the 
territory of the new State of 
Armenia, when it shall be de- 
fined, formerly belonged to the 
Russian empire; equally import- 
ant is the ta. that Armenia 
must have the good will and 
the protective friendship of 
Russia if it remain inde- 
pendent and 

Would Ignore Sovict. 

“These illustrations show with 
what consistency the Govern- 
ment of the United States has 
been guided in its foreign policy 
by a loyal friendship for Rus- 
sia. We are unwilling that, 
while it is helpless in the grip 
of a nonrepresentative govern- 
ment, whose only sanction is 
hreevtal force, Russia shal! 
weakened still further by a pol- 
icy of dismemberment, con- 
ceived in other than Russian in- 
terests 

“With the desire of the allied 
Powers to bring about a peragr 
ful solution of the existing diffi- 
culties in Europe, this Govern- 
ment is, of course, in hearty ac- 
cord, and will support any jus- 
tifiable steps to that end. It
